Aa Eniorson says, "It Is easy la the 
world to live after the world's opin- 
ion; it is oaay in solitudo to llvo af- 
ter our own; hut the groat man is ho, 
who, lu tho midst of tho crowd, keeps 
with porfoct swGotnoss tho Inde- 
peadtnco of solitude." 

Have you ovor slopped to think 
how llttio llmo the children havo to 
themselves after thoy liavo started 
school to livu aftor their own well- 
conceived ideas V* 

This "ieclnro" is not primarily for 
country mothers, whoao children en- 
joy tho freedom of solitude with na- 
ture every day; hut for city moth- 
era, and even for thoso wlio live lu 
tho villages. 

Even cliildron nro hound by con- 
ventionalities. Your little girl dreads 
to he considered different by wearing 
a dross, cither longer or shorter than 
those worn by her companions. Your 
boy bccomta rehoUIous If you sug- 
gest changing his clothes before join* 
Ing tho "gang" in a ball game. Ot 
conrsp. those conventions are noces- 
sarj'. However, tho best authorities 
advise against allowing n child to 
become too great a slave to them. 
Allow him Indopcmlonco of reasoning 
and freedom ot emotion. Qlvo him, 
they say, tho opportunity to llvo 
after his own nature In solitudo. 
Endeavor to build up his mental na- 
ture by a certain amount of solitude, 
that he may ho suftlctont unto him- 
self during his life, not dependent 
upon tho whims and varying moods 
of othors for his enjoyment or easily 
. rendered mlsorablo by a slight, or 
chanco sharp word. Patiently de- 
velop his own ideas, and watch an In- 
dopendent 3plr.lt unfold. 

Do you remember the story about 
the little boy Timothy who was lato 
to'acliool hecauso he loitered on tho 
way to. pluck marigolds, fro n\ the 
nmrshi? * Of course, he shouldn't have 
played truant, but you may wager 
that he wasn't thinking of that. His 
simple desire was to reach tho marl- 
golds — objects of beauty.

00 froauently tho Amer- 
ican housewife depends 
almost entirely upon salt 
and popper for scnnonlng. 
Tho third member of (he 
trio of fundamental seasonlnKs— 
salt, popper and sugar— she some- 
times falls to think of as a season 
Ing at all, looking upon It only an 
a awcotonor. 

In this respect tho Fronch cook 
Is wiser than she. By the Fronch 
a dash of 
sugar Is used 
to bind and 
accentuate tho 
flavors of tho 
various In,^re- 
d Ic n t »; not 
enough to 
sweeten, but 
sufnclout to 
make a deli- 
cious differ* 
once lu the 
final flavor of 
the dish. Pep- 
percorn, mace, allspice and a largo 
group of other seasonings are also 
used by tho Fronch to achieve 
those delicate flavors that havo 
brought French cooking the crown 
of acknowledged supremacy. 

Cauliflower Bearnalse — Wash 
thoroughly ono large head of 
caullflowor and separate Into 
clumps. Cook until tender. Drain 
and place lu greased casserole. 




CHCF ALLIO 



Mix loBOthcr two cups peas, one 
largo slice onion, two peppercorns, 
two cloves. ono-h:ilf teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar. Simmer In 
one cup of water until pons aro 
very soft. Molt three tnlilospoons 
butter in a saucepan. Add three 
tabtcspoonH flour and stir until 
smooth. Strain pea mixture and 
press through colandor. bleniling 
It with ono-half cup milk. Season 
with one-half teaspoon salt and 
»dd to butter and flour. Stir until 
cnmrdetely blended. Pour over 
cauliflower and sprinkle with 
broad crumbs. Brown In a quick 
oven not more thnn eight minutes. 
Cucumber a la Glverny — Pare 
and cut into small pieces one large 
cucumber. Cook until tender In 
bolting, salted water. Drain. Beat 
ono egg lightly and add two table- 
spoons vinegar, ono-half teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon popper, 
and one-eighth teaspoon sugar. Boll 
until tho mixture thickens and 
pour over tho hot cucumbers. 
Serve Immediately. 

Tomatoes Bernadotte— Cut Into 
eighths, two pounds of fresh toma- 
toes. Place In Hnucopan. Add one 
and a half teaspoons salt, one- 
eighth tcaspuon pepper, ono table- 
spoon sugar, two tablespoons but- 
ter, six cloves, one-fourth teaspoon 
paprika, and a one-Inch piece of 
cinnamon. Cook slowly, withoul 
water, until tomatoes arc tender. 
An equivalent amount of canned 
tomatoes can bo used In place of 
tho fresh, If desired.

erage to the succoaa of the Byrd 
AnUrctIc Expedition. In tho long, 
bitterly cold months during which 
the forty-two men mado bUtory 
upon the ice of Llttlo America, 
they drank sixteen feaUons of cof- 
fee a day. At tho base, on the 
trail with tho dogs, in tho air, hot 
cofleo helped to fight off the 
penetraUng cold and to stimulate 
Ured brains and muscles. As one 
member of tho Expedition put it: 
"We melted the ice with coffee. 

How thoroughly the expedition 
was equipped to attain its oh oc- 
tive is illustrated by the medical 
record of those fourteen months 
on trie Ice. There was not a trace 
of an epidemic of any kind. There 
was loss individual sickness than 
ffuch a group of men would bo 
Bubject to at homo under ordinary 
living conditions.

Byrd Expedition who will say 
that Mr. Tennant was Us most 
Imporiant member. Beside being 
chief cook, he was the one ana 
only cook for tho forty-two ad- 
venturers whose main diversion, 
on many days, was eating. For 
fourteen months ho began his la- 
bors at B o'clock in tho morning 
and stayed at tho range until 8 
at night. Nor did he conOno his 
raonua to simple, easily-prepared 
dishes. Every Sunday, for In- 
stance, there was roast tirkey 
with all tho trimmings, and to top 
It off he made pie and ice cream. 
Holidays and tho birthdays of 
every man on the expedition 
woro celebrated with feasts— ho 
baked more than fifty birthday 
cakes during the long sUy on the 
Ice. 



"Every morning the first thing 
I would do was to put two and a 
quarter pounds of coffee In a 
four-gallon pot, nil It two-thirds 
full of water until It boiled, ana 
then add the rest of the water. 
As soon as the first four gallons 
of coffoo began to go I started a 
second pot. and there was a pot 
of it on the stove every minute 
of the day. I used nine pounds 
of coffee a day— sixteen gallons— 
and I guess Uiey would have 
drunk more If I'd have had time 
to make It for them. 



All Food Was Frozen 
"I never st'.nted the men on 
anything." Mr. Tennant said. I 
figured out nearly one hundred 
cake recipes while we were down 
there bo that they wouldnt get 
tired of It. Everything I had to 
cook with was frozen— «gg8. but- 
ter, lemons, meat— but it was ot 
the l^est quality. 



Twice As Much Coffee 

"On account of tho cold, the 
men got away with a great deal of 
hot drinkfl— coffee, tea, cocoa, 
chocolate and some prepared bev- 
cruges that were real good. But 
they drank over twice as much 
coffee as all the rest put together. 
"Coffee braced the men up and 
Btlmulated them when they had 
work to do, and It made them 
cheerful when they were just sit- 
ting around wishing they had 
something to do. When they camo 
in off the trail they almost 
knocked me over getting to the 
pot that was always steaming on 
the stove. In some ways, I think 
coffee was about the mont valua- 
ble thing we took down to Little 
America,''

Only Other Natural 

Beds 



GORGEOUS FLOWERS IN BLOOM 



Natural floworlng lotus beds at 
Grass Lake, one of the throe placoa 
In the world whore they grow, are 
now In full bloom and aro ox;)ectod 
to remain so tliroughout August. 

The lotus In bloom Is a sight that 
well repays car owners who mako 
the trip there. Tho lotus, famed 
through the ages In legend and Bong, 
Is really a giant water lily. Tho 
beautiful cream-colored flowers, giv- 
ing off a deep, exotic porfumo that 
pervades the entire area, lift them- 
selves just abovo a sea of largo 
green Ica^-es. 

Have Mysterious Origin 

Japan and Egypt possess the only 
other natural bods In tho world. In 
rare Instances, the lotus has ,boen 
successfully transplanted, but tho 
Grass Lake beds aro said by horti- 
cultural authorities to bo natural. 
Thoy bear marked resemblance to 
Egyptian lotus, but how they origin- 
ated In Illinois Is a deep mystery, ^ 

Every year after a summer sun has 
warmed up the shallow waters oC 
Grass Lake, the lotus grows afresh 
from the muddy bottom to rear Ita 
leaves and buds abovo tho water and 
burst into gorgeous bloom. In form- 
er years it blossomed from about 
August 15 to the middle of Soptom- 
bor. The unusually hot summer 
this year resulted In It being two 
weeks ahead of schedule.

The labors of tho threshers at tho 
Sidney Dibble farm west of.Lako 
Villa Tuesday were entirely wasted, 
when fire, supposed to havo boon the 
result of spontaneous combustion In 
the newly filled oat bin, demolished 
SSU bushels of oats, owned by John 
Stratlon, other grains, a full loft of 
hay and some farm nmchlnory, at 
ri:3U yesterday morning. 

Startled by hearing an explosion. 
Dibble rushed to the window and be- 
held the barn In flames. The roof 
had been blown o(T by the gas form- 
ed In the oats, which had not been 
sufficiently dried. 

Although the Fox Lako and Antl- 
och fire departments responded Im- 
mediately tho fire had made such 
progress that thoir combined efforts 
were unable to save tho barn or its 
contents. By spraying tho buildings 
adjoining the barn, thoy stopped the 
spread of tlie flames, and further 
destruction. 

The total damage was estimated at 
$1U.0U0. The barn was Insured, but 
the grain, belonging to Stratton, was 
not. 

Dibble usually stanchions a dozen 
cows In the bam at night, but Tues- 
day evening ho hud not driven any 
Into the barn, so all his stock escop- 
ed the fire. 



Three Times Every Day Telephone Traffic 

Starts to Climb Far Above Normal Level 



There aro three perlinls of the day 
when tho telephono la used to a 
greater extent than at any other 
time. "The first traffic peak comes 
In -the morning around 10 o'clock, 
and this Is n particularly busy hour 
In business Bectlona. Then there is 
nnothor traffic peak In tho afternoon 
around \ o'clock. The third traffic 
peak comes In tho early evening 
shortly after 7 o'clock, when pnoplo 
are busy making engagements and 
completing thoir plans for the next 
few hours. 

However, there are exceptions to 
every rule, and while lolephono 
opralors generally have come to 
feel that the "three greatest traffic 
peaks in the day are around 10 a. m., 
4 p. m. and 7 p. m., telophono engi- 
neers realize that they must bo pre- 
pared for other poakii ot traffic. 

Some of these Increases In tho 
use of telephones arise out of pub- 
lic events, holidays, etc., and may 
bo forecast and provided for In ad- 
vance. Others come suddenly, at 
any time of day or night Such un- 
expected peaks aro caused by local 
conditions. For example, a sudden 
shower may Increase tolophono traf- 
fic by ton to fifteen per cent, for 
ouddon ehowors occasion sudden 
changes In plans, and quick com- 
munication Ihea becomes necessary. 
Temporary failure of train service 
may cause a similar Jump In the vol- 
ume of telephone traffic, though 
peaks due to those causes usually are 
of short duration. Extremely hot 
spells will sometimes Incrcaso tho 
traffic on business calls by two or 
three per cent 

To meet such conditions tho tele- ' 
phono company must bo prepared at I 
all ttmoa with an adequate operating 
force, but It la a tradition in the Boll 
System that In times of special 
atross, whoro tho conditions causing 



tho peak continue for somo tlmo, an 
In tho ease of hllz^ards, sorlous firoa 
or floods or protracted periods ot hot 
weather, operators who aro off duty 
will come voluntarily and offer thoir 
services. Tills has occurred tlmo and 
tlmo again, and especially In cases of 
public calamities in which human Ufo 
and property aro at ntnko.

The Secret of the Miscricordia 

BEYOND doubt the mostvinysterloua 
brotherhood In the world Is thut 
of tho "Mlfiorlcordla," the strange 
fraternity which has Ita headquarters 
in Florence, Italy. 

Tho origin of tho Miscricordia 
dates back to tho Thirteenth century 
during the tltne when one of tho dead- 
ly plagues waa scourging Europe. 
Thousands died In every city nnd the 
bodies of tho dead were left where 
they had fallen lest the living con- 
tract the dread disease Even the sick 
were shunned, being left without tho 
Rllghtcst' care or cotnfort. nnd It waa 
then that the worklngmen of Flor- 
ence, prompted by a humane desire 
to be of as much assistance as pos- 
sible, organUed th?maclvca Into a 
brotherhood of mercy to nurse the 
Pick and to give Christian hurlal to 
the dead. 

After tho plague had run Us course 
the secret society was still held to- 
gether, hut gradually dropped some of 
Its high Ideals until even today the 
mention of the name of the brother- 
hood Is likely to bring a shudder and 
ft quick glanco of apprehension In al- 
most any city In Italy. 

From the very conception of the or- 
ganisation a considerable amount of 
secrecy was maintained In order that 
all classes might bo brought Into a 
bond for tho good of humanity nnd.

Some may 
1)0 called upon to carry the sick or 
wounde<I to the hospital, others to as- 
sist In the nursing of a case of con- 
tagious disease and still others may 
be assigned to certain duties which 
the council may consider to be In th* 
interest of humanity at large, though 
they are hardly connected with the 
safety of the Indlvlduol. 

At the mysterious call the noble- 
man leaves hla palace, tho artisan 
drops his tools, the peasant quits hla 
humble home and, upon terms of per- 
fect equality and In entire Ignorance 
of tho Identity of those with whom 
they are working, they pVoceed to the 
meeting place, there to receive the 
orders of their leaders, tho supreme 

council. 

It la no unusual sight In Florence 
to aoo gowned and maakcd persona 
hurrvlng along the street In the pe^ 
forrnnnce of their duties ftnd the In- 
habitants of the city have grown so 
used to the sight that they make nc 
GlTort to pierce the tnystcry which 
surrounds the Identity of the Indi- 
vidual, nor to discover tho mission on 
which he has been dispatched.
